A lot of people wonder why it costs 2% cents each to 
send the Times through the mail. The reason is, that until 
the Times has been published one year, it must be mailed 
as third class mail, while after one full years publication, 
it is eligible for a second class mailing permit, which car- 
ries much ‘more lenient mailing priviledges. 

Back in 1879, the Congress of the U.S. realized the im- 
portance of news getting to the public at large. There were 
but few newspapers in the land in those days, no radio and 
no television. However, to help newspaper publishers get 
their papers to more people, Congress devised a way to help 
without subsidizing. 

While the U.S.Postal Department was in its infantcy, 
postage rates were rather high for the times, so t ocut down 
the cost of distribution for a publisher, Congress enacted a 
law, whereby any newspaper that had completed a full years 
publication, could have free delivery within the County, and 
a greatly reduced rate for out of the County.

Supervisors meeting Monday 
bids were opened for a Tele- 
vision Franchise. The only 
bid submitted was for one- 
dollar, submitted by Russel 
J. Maynard. The bid was 
approved for one-dollar plus 
cost of advertising which 
cost Maynard Pacific Cable 
Company $136.24. The May- 
nard Pacific Cable Company 
TV Franchise will permit 
service to outlying areas such 
as Indian Valley, American 
Valley and down the Canyon 
to the Keddie Area. Work 
on the placing of cable is 
already underway and some 
subscribers are already re- 
ceiving programs on chan- 
nels 3-10-13. 

Jim Martin, Secretary 
Plumas County Fish and 
Game Commission reported 
that an inquiry to the Calif- 
ornia Fish and Game Com- 
mission on the possibility 
of night ‘Cat-Fishing’ at 
Lake Almanor had been look- 
ed upon with favor. Jim also 
reported that fifteen hundred 
more..dollars would be re- 
quired to build a dam on 
Spring Creek. The Supervi 
sors in the past years had 
set aside one-thousand dol- 
lars for the building of dams_ 
at Grassy Lake, Saddle, 
Long Lake and Morris, and 
this money had matched funds 
from Butte County and ,Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric. Later 
in the afternoon Captain 
David Nelson of the Calif- 
ornia Fish and Game com- 


mission appeared at the 
meeting and outlined the 
need for additional funds 


and presented photo-graphs 
of the four completed dams. 
The Supervisors denided the 
request for additional money 
in view of projected improve- 
ments to Snake Lake and 
work at Grass and Jamienson 
Lakes. The Supervisors all 
pointed out that the improve- 
ments. being requested at 
Spring Creek was on the 
Butte County border andonly 
accessible from the Oroville 
area. 

Jim Martin presented a 
tequest to the supervisors 
for a tele-photo lens and 
35-mm Slide Projector to be 
purchased by the county for 
the use of the Local Fish 
and Game Officials for pre- 
forance of their enforcement 
work and training and ed- 
ucation. The Supervisors 
approved the purchase with 
the county owning the equip- 
ment. 

During the morning and 
afternoon sessions the quest- 
ion on an ordinance in re- 
gard to hunting Bears in and 
around a garbage dump was 
discussed. It is recommended

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INDONESIA 
REPORT 


Indonesia and the South- 
east Asian outlook...ByPhil 
‘Newsom, UpI foreign news 
analyst. 

In hot and dusty Jakarta 
this week the price of rice 
is on an escalator ride. It’s 
already twice as high as it 
was two months age and the 
trend is ever upward. 

The cost of Living in Indo- 
nesia has tripled in the two 
years. A month’s pay for the 
average Indonesian may be 
expected to last less than 
two weeks. 

None of this seems likely 
to be of great concern to 
Indonesian President Sukarno 
He proved himself long ago 
to be a man of nine lives so 
far as Indonesians are con- 
cerned. And he’s proved to 
himself that in a world de- 
dicated to peace, the role of 
Swashbuckler has many ad- 
vantages. 

But foreign news analyst 
Phil Newson of UPI says 
both the price of rice and 
Sukarno himself are of con- 
cern to the United States. 

‘There’s mounting suspic- 
ion that Sukarno intends to 
eliminate not only Dtuch and 
British influence from South- 
east Asia but US influence 
as well. 

As a ruler of a newly inde- 
pendent nation made up of 
three thousand Pacific 
Islands, Inown asthe world’s 
largest Archipelago, Sukarno 
has enjoyed the best of three 
worlds. In Indonesia*he has 
been. named President for 
Life. The Soviet Union built 
his military machine and the 
United States has supplied 
the money for Indonesia’s 
economic life. 

As one British diplomat 
put it the other day: ‘‘with- 
out United States help, the 
Indonesian economy wouldn’t 
last five minutes.”’ 

He was bitter about Su- 
karno’s - rough handling of 
British in Jakarta, too. About 
the burning of the British 
embassy in Jakarta and the 
British women and children 
flown from Indonesian when 
Sukarno turned rioters loose 
in Demonstrations protesting 
the , formation of formerly 
British-held Malaysia. 

In the Britisher’s mind 
also were the British busi- 
ness houses taken over by 
Sukarno on the claim that it 
was to prevent their seizure 
by labor unions. 

To the British it had the 
unpleasant -ring of events 
leading up to Indonesian 
takeover of West New Guinea 
from the Dutch. 

Sukarno never has been a 
man to permit logic to inter- 
fere with rhetoric. And so 
it was not especially sur- 
prising that he denounced 
independent Malaysia as a 
British Neo.Colonial plot to 
surround 100. million Indo- 
nesians with some 10 million 
Malaysians. 

It followed also then that 
Sukarno should describe as 


a ‘Blessing in Disguise’ his 


action in cutting off’ trade 
relations. with Malaysia 
which normally takes about 
27 per cent of all Indonesian 
exports. In the end, he said, 
it would make the Indonesian 
economy stronger. 

With Indonesian-trained 
Guerrillas menacing its new 
borders in North Borneo and 
Sarawak, the immediate fu- 
ture of Malaysia is not a 
particularly happy one. 

Both there also are signs 
that Sukarno may be running 
out his string of luck.

If things work out the way 
they have it figured, New 
Hampshire’s primary next 
March -first in the nation--- 
will be the graveyard of the 
New York Governor’s hopes 
to become the republican can 
idate for president. 

The pitch, reports George 
J. Marder, U-P-I analyst, in 
today’s ‘Under the Capitol 
Dome’...The pitch seems to 
be to present New Hampshire 
as a sort of David. and Go 
liath contest...with senator 
Barry Goldwater of Arizona 
in the role of David van- 
quishing the giant. 

Senator Norris Cotton of 
New Hampshire set the key- 
note in coming out for Gold- 
water recently. Senator Cot- 
ton said Goldwater would be 
coming into hostile liberal 
territory with his conserative 
philosophy and that the odds 
would be against the Arizonan 
so far from home. 

However, Goldwater will 
have quite a number of 
things workin g for himin New 
Hampshire which don’t add 
up to the picture of an under- 
dog.
